Washington, Sept. 24.—Recommen­ 
dations for a senatorial inquiry into 
the subject of expensive lobbies main 
tained in Washington by various par 
lies interested in legislation and gov­ 
ernment policies may be included in 
the report of the senate committee 
investigating the Shearer naval case. 
Swamped with telegrams 
and 
let­ 
ters from many quarters demanding 
inquiry into everything 
from 
tariff 
lobbyists to the St. Lawrence water­ 
ways development, Chairman 
Short- 
ridge of the Shearer committee indi­ 
cated today he would suggest a separ­ 
ate investigation by a different com­ 
mittee of the senate to follow up the 
leads he has received. 
Everyone at the capitol appears to 
realize expensive lobbies 
are 
main­ 
tained on nearly every subject of leg­ 
islation, but no facts about them has 
been 
developed 
since 
the 
famous 
sugar lobby investigation of a quarter 
of a century ago. 
Their activities are 
unrestricted by any statute and are 
within the law, although repeated at­ 
tempts have been unsuccessfully made 
to investigate or restrict them. 
The most recent 
endeavor 
along 
these lines is the Caraway bill, now 
pending in the senate, to require all 
lobbyists to register with the clerk of 
the house, their names, who they rep­ 
resent and how much they are paid.

fourth day, must be confined to the 
activities at the Geneva disarmament 
conference of William 
B. 
Shearer, 
naval propagandist who has been des 
cribed in testimony as a “lobbyist ex­ 
traordinary.” 
The committee intends to hear to­ 
day Homer L. Ferguson, president of 
the Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Drydock Corporation, who has 
said 
his concern paid $18,000 
to 
Shearer 
without his knowledge 
or 
consent. 
Other witnesses will include Freder­ 
ick P. Palen, vice president of the 
same corporation who made the pay­ 
ments to Shearer; Lawrence R. W il­ 
der, president of the 
Trans-Oceanic 
Steamship Service, and Henry Hunter, 
counsel of the American Shipbuilders 
Association 
who, 
acting 
for 
three 
American 
shipbuilders, 
paid 
more 
than $25,000 to go to Geneva. 
The committee later will call Ad­ 
miral Hilary Jones, retired, head of 
the American naval delegation at the 
1920 Geneva conference; Admiral Long 
who 
assisted 
Jones; 
at

one 
newspaper man now in Washington 
W'ho attended the 
conference, 
and 
then Shearer. 
Despite efforts to hold the investi­ 
gation to Shearer’s activities at Gen­ 
eva, testimony has shown that Ameri­ 
can shipbuilders spent about $143,000 
to further the Jones-W hite merchant 
marine bill and that Shearer was em­ 
ployed in some instances to “report 
the views of congress and the presi­ 
dent on merchant marine 
m atters.” 
An inquiry into this phase of the sub­ 
ject would require months.
